Farm Go als fo r 
19 4 2 Increased 


Dep artment of Agriculture 
Calls for Use of Every 
Acre to Win War. 
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WASHINGTON. — Declaring that 
events since Pearl Harbor had ma­ 
terially 
broadened 
demands 
for 
American food, the agriculture de­ 
p artment has increased its 1942 p ro­ 
duction goals for hogs, corn for live­ 
stock feed, oil-bearing crop s, rice, 
eggs, dry beans and vegetable crop s 
for canning. 
The dep artment said that since 
the original goals were announced 
last Sep tember, the United States 
had come to be looked up on not 
only as the arsenal but the food 
store of the United Nations. 
To meet these new demands, the 
dep artment 
said 
farmers 
would 
have to p roduce as never before 
and p ut “every acre of land, every 
hour of labor and every bit of form 
machinery , fertilizer and other sup ­ 
p lies to the use which will best 
serve the nation’s wartime needs.” 
Officials said crop loan p rograms, 
government p urchases under lease- 
lend and reLef p rograms, and sales 
of government-held feeds would be 
emp loy ed to p rovide, in so far as 
was p ossible, p rice incentives. 
Corn Limitations Eased. 
Rigid crop control restrictions will 
be retained on wheat and cotton. 
Slight increases will be allowed for ! 
tobacco. Asserting that large stocks 
of these crop s already exist, the 
dep artment said p roduction bey ond 
crop control allotments would be a 
“ waste of labor and sup p lies.” 
Crop -control limitations on corn 
were eased somewhat. 
The 1942 
p lanting goal was increased from I 
90.000.000 acres to 95,000,000. 
No [ 
marketing quotas will be imp osed I 
on the corn crop . 
Because of increases in p roduc­ 
tion of hogs and chickens, the dep art­ 
ment 
said 
larger 
feed 
sup p lies 
would be needed. 
Particular 
emp hasis 
will 
be 
p laced on oil-bearing crop s, the de­ 
p artment said, because of loss of 
Far Eastern sup p lies owing to the 
war. The p eanut goal was increased 
from 3,500,000 to 5,000,000 acres, the 
soy bean goal from 7,000,000 to 9,- 
000,000 acres and the flax seed goal 
from 3,367,000 to 4,500,000. The de­ 
p artment 
said 
efforts 
would 
be 
made to get p roduction of lard, tal­ 
low and grease step p ed up in p ack­ 
ing p lants. 
Cotton Under Qucta. 
Other goal increases included: 
Rice from 1,200,000 to 1,320.000 
acres, dry beans from 2,304,000 to 
2.600.000 acres, eggs from 4,000,000,- 
000 to 4,200,000.000 dozen, hogs for 
slaughter from 79,300,000 to 8 3,000,- 
000 head, flue-cured tobacco from 
762.000 to 8 43,000 acres, burley to­ 
bacco from 358 ,000 to 38 3,000 acres, 
other ty p es of tobacco 1,200,000 to 
1.320.000 acres, canned p eas and 
tomatoes from 62,700,000 cases p ro­ 
duced in 1941 to 78 ,000,000 cases. 
Although cotton allotments were 
not increased, the dep artment said 
p lanting was ex p ected to total about 
25.000.000 acres, comp ared with 23,- 
250.000 in 1941. 
Marketing quotas 
will be imp osed on this crop . 
To encourage greater p roduction 
of long-stap le cotton, the dep art­ 
ment will offer sp ecial p remiums 
on stap les of one-eighth inch and 
longer.

LONDON.—The rep orted arrival 
of German troop s on the Sp anish 
frontier as having come through the 
Nazi-occup ied Biscay littoral arouses 
renewed interest jr. the defenses of 
Gibraltar. 
Just before the war Marshal Pe- 
tain, when ambassador at Madrid, 
p aid a visit to the Rock and p ro­ 
nounced it, in a p rivate letter to a 
Paris friend, 
“imp regnable 
even 
from the land side, where the ap ­ 
p roaches can be easily enfiladed by 
warship s.” 
In the last four y ears, according 
to p eriodic rep orts dealing with gen­ 
eralities, the defenses have been 
comp letely reconditioned in order 
to meet modern methods of attack, 
which have been emp loy ed by the 
Germans elsewhere with more and 
more finish. 
Writer Looks It Over. 
Quite recently General Viscount 
Gort, who is in command of the 
Rock and director of the various 
naval, army and air staffs assem­ 
bled there, was p ermitted to divulge 
certain asp ects of the ‘‘new Gibral­ 
tar” and ordered an officer to ac­ 
comp any a corresp ondent of the 
Daily Telegrap h of London on a 
tour of insp ection through the works. 
From Madrid the corresp ondent got 
the following disp atch through to his 
p ap er, with no censoring in evi­ 
dence: 
“For 
two 
day s 
I 
was 
taken 
through every p hase of these fan­ 
tastic defenses, starting where y ou 
cross into the zone from the little 
town of La Linea on the border. 
“There are three zones. They are: 
“The new defense area against 
attacks by land from Sp ain; the har­ 
bor areas containirg the immense 
anchorage and dock facilities and 
the tremendous new seap lane base; 
the interior of the Rock itself, which 
has been develop ed fivefold since 
the war began, for the British have 
now made Gibraltar as imp regna­ 
ble from land as from sea. 
“ You reach Gibraltar along a nar­ 
row p eninsula sep arating the Medi­ 
terranean from the harbor. On this 
stretch 2G sets of concrete tank bar­ 
riers cross the road and y ou weave 
through these for a mile.

“On each side of this single route 
is a flat area 700 y ards wide, stud­ 
ded with immense p illboxes and 
tank trap s, flame-thrower stations 
and anti-aircraft batteries.

Bey ond these y ou reach the garri­ 
son gates and the cantonments, the 
rained ap p roaches to the docks and 
the Mole.

Rubber Ga rments 


Intellig ent Ca utio n Is Very 
Impo rta nt. 


By CHERIE NICHOLAS 
Ev ery one of u s has a real du ty 
to conserv e all the ru bber articles 
we m ay happen to hav e. One of the 
many way s women can help Uncle 
Sam these day s is to take good 
care of fou ndation garm ents so as to 
prolong their u sefu lness. We shou ld 
also striv e to m ake ou r raincoats 
and ru bber footwear last longer. 
It is wise to bu y new corsets, gir­ 
dles, brassieres and other items only 
as they are needed to replace worn- 
ou t garm ents. 
This also makes 
sense 
economically 
and 
will 
do 
mu ch more to keep the balance than 
try ing to stock u p for the fu tu re. 
Hoarding fou ndation garm ents is 
u seless any way , becau se the ru bber 
gradu ally loses its pep when laid 
away . 
We can, howev er, make the 
corsets and girdles we wear giv e 
better serv ice and last mu ch longer 
if we follow a few simple ru les. 
Good care of a fou ndation gar­ 
m ent starts with the bu y ing. A too 
long, or too short, or too tight gar­ 
m ent will w ear ou t faster than it 
shou ld becau se of the u nnecessary 
strain. Rem em ber, too, that a stitch 
in time may sav e y ou r whole gar­ 
m ent. Giv e y ou r corsetiere any re­ 
pair problem y ou cannot handle 
y ou rself. 
The im portance of keeping y ou r 
fou ndation garm ent clean cannot be 
ov erstressed. 
Wash in tepid su ds, 
rinse in tepid w ater, roll in a towel 
and press ou t the ex cess moistu re. 
Hang u p to dry away from su nlight 
or other direct heat. 
How can we m ake ou r raincoats 
last longer? 
Again by being care­ 
fu l how we dry them. 
Let them 
dry in the open, hu ng on a good 
wooden hanger. 
Keep them away 
from heat. 
To clean raincoats, 
sponge with m ild soap and water. 
Do not hav e them dry cleaned or 
u se cleaner to rem ov e spots.

Ice Deliv eries Restricted 


In keeping with the Gov ernment’s program of conserv ing tires and tru cks, we are an­ 
nou ncing some restrictions u pon deliv eries of ice, effectiv e APRIL 15th. 


Beginning on that date, no special deliv eries will be made in the residential districts 
after 12:00 o’clock noon. Regu lar deliv eries will be made on ou r rou tes ev ery morning and 
special orders will be filled if order is placed before noon. 


In the bu siness district, close-in commercial deliv eries will be made all day , bu t cu s­ 
tom ers are requ ested to co-operate with u s by redu cing the nu m ber of trips we are requ ired 
to make as mu ch as possible. 


This policy is adopted in carry ing ou t recom m endations of the gov ernment that we sav e 
tires and equ ipment by cu tting down mileage of deliv eries. W ith this plan, it is ou r hope that 
we can make ou r equ ipment last throu gh the war and keep 
u p deliv eries 
throu ghou t 
the
